Green light 
for 3,000 
new homes

THOUSANDS of new homes on the 
Greenwich Peninsula have been 
given the go-ahead, in what will 
be one of the largest residential 
schemes of its kind in London. 

The final stage of planning consent to 
build almost 3,000 homes on the 190-acre 
site was given to Greenwich Peninsula 
Regeneration Ltd (GPRL), a joint venture 
between Knight Dragon and Quintain. 

Building work on the southern quarter 
of the site will begin by the end of the 
summer for the first 700 homes. Work 
on a further 850 homes will begin in 
March 2014, subject to a green light from 
planners. 

The development will eventually provide 
around 10,000 new homes, including 
about 3,270 affordable homes for rent or 
part-rent. 

There will also be 600 student beds, and 
3.5million sq ft of commercial floor space, 
transforming what was an old gas works 
into a major new residential, business 
and leisure district. 

Plans for the Greenwich Peninsula site 
are designed to release surplus public 
land to boost construction jobs, drive 
investment and deliver the additional 
housing needed in London. 

Cllr Chris Roberts, leader of the royal 
borough, said: “Greenwich Peninsula is 
an extremely important regeneration 
site, with the capacity to make a vital 
contribution to the new homes that 
London so desperately needs. After nearly 
10 years of delays in bringing forward

Don't take down the barrier 
that protects school children 


AS a resident of Greenwich 
whose rear garden backs on to 
the junction of Sidcup Road and 
Westhorne Avenue (Clifton’s 
Roundabout) I note with dismay 
that TFL propose to remove the 
pedestrian barriers around this 
corner, starting on August 25. 
This is a very dangerous corner, 
which schoolchildren use to 
reach the pedestrian crossing 
for the local secondary schools 
and is a very busy junction. As 
our research showed when the 
Yellow Box project was being 
proposed, this roundabout had 
one of the highest accident rates 
in south London. 

I am very concerned for the 
safety of pedestrians and also 
the likelihood of my garden 
fence being damaged by reckless 
drivers who speed round and 
across the roundabout. It is a 
particular hazard in wet weather 



when cars, in the past, have 
skidded, mounted the pavement, 
smashed sections of my fence, 
then driven away, leaving me 
with the wreckage and huge 
bills to replace the woodwork. 

It is also a miracle that no 
pedestrians were involved on 
these occasions. 

Since the barrier was erected 
there have been no such 
incidents, though it has been 


damaged on occasions. 

I have recently gone to great 
expense to have the whole fence 
replaced (12 sections in all) and 
view the proposed removal of 
any of the barriers around this 
corner a reckless project. I ask 
the readers of Greenwich Time 
to support me in opposing the 
removal of any barriers in this 
vicinity.

engaging with local residents 
and stakeholders about whether 
pedestrian guardrail around 
Clifton's Roundabout in Eltham 
is still required, as it can be both 
inconvenient for pedestrians and 
intimidating for cyclists. We are 
aware of the concerns raised by Ms 
Compton and have agreed to meet 
her on site. Subject to the feedback 
received as part of this engagement, 
a decision will be made."

Stone Age find on Crossrail dig 



Archaeologists working along 
the Crossrail tunnel boring site in 
North Woolwich have uncovered rare 
artefacts including 150 pieces of flint, 
some of them turned into blades. 
They believe prehistoric Londoners 
were using the area to test, divide and 
prepare river cobbles used to make 
flint tools, before transporting them 
to another site to complete the tool- 
making process. 

It was known that the Romans built 
villas and a temple in Greenwich 
as long as 2,000 years ago - but the 
Mesolithic workers pre-date them by 
an incredible 7,000 years. 

Jay Carver, Crossrail’s lead 
archaeologist at the North Woolwich 
site said: “This is a unique and 
exciting find that reveals evidence of 
humans returning to England and in 
particular the Thames Valley after a 
long hiatus during the Ice Age. It is 
one of a handful of archaeology sites 
uncovered that confirms humans lived 
in the Thames Valley at this time. 

“The concentration of flint pieces 
shows that this was an exceptionally 
important location for sourcing 
materials to make tools that were 


used by early Londoners who lived and 
hunted on Thames Estuary islands.” 

Jonathan Partington from the 
Greenwich Heritage Centre said: 
“We know that the settlement on the 
riverside at Woolwich dates from more 
than 2,000 years ago, but this evidence 
of human activity in the area so 
much earlier adds a fascinating new 
dimension to the royal borough’s rich 
historical past.” 

Meanwhile, at Liverpool Street, 
Crossrail archaeologists are also 
uncovering layers of London’s history 
including the 16th Century Bedlam 
burial ground and Roman London. 
They have discovered an exceptionally 
well made Roman road, and Roman 
horse shoes have also been found. 

Archaeologists are hopeful that when 
they start large scale excavations to 
remove 3,000 skeletons from the burial 
ground next year, they will also locate 
more of the Roman road, along with 
foundations of Roman buildings that 
stood alongside it. 

Woolwich town centre will be the 
site of a Crossrail station when the 
route begins operating in 2018, linking 
Maidenhead in Berkshire in the west 
to Abbey Wood in the east. The new 
station looks set to give a hefty boost 
to the town’s economy, supporting its 
regeneration by giving commuters 
and tourists better access. It will also 
bring many new job opportunities - 
although probably not too many in 
flint-knapping. . .

this phase of the housing, getting 
planning approval is extremely good 
news. 

“The development of these homes comes 
as the peninsula continues to grow into 
one of London’s brightest new business 
districts. With its strong emphasis on 
media and technology companies, and 


excellent transport connections to the rest 
of the capital, the peninsula is attracting 
significant inward investment, and 
offering vital employment opportunities 
as it helps to strengthen the economy in 
east and south-east London.” 

Meanwhile, outline planning consent 
has been given for 1,683 homes with up to 
90,000 sq ft of retail space and two hotels 
for the Peninsula Quays district.

201 2 trees soften legacy landscape

THEY’RE the 2,012 hardy little fellas 
that will flower over the next 20 years 
into a majestic slice of the borough’s 
Olympic legacy. 

They go by the name of Sorbus 
intermedia brouwers, they’re incredibly 
pollutant-resistant and 30 of them are all 
in a row in Bexley Road, New Eltham. 

The trees will have dense leaves to 
overlap and form a softer landscape for 
the small but exotic parade of shops just 
up from Avery Hill Park. 

“It’s lovely to have the trees growing 
outside and it’ll be even better when they 
get bigger and keep out the traffic noise,” 
said Sherrie Hardaker, who owns and 
runs Sherrie’s Dancewear. 

“We sell dance wear, costumes and fancy 
dress so it’ll be even more attractive for 
our customers when the trees are fully 
grown, and greenery is always good.” 

Peter O’Sullivan, who works for Carpet 
Centre, said: “We prefer to see the trees 
out there. They’ll break up the traffic 
noise when they’re bigger.” 

Gum Shield is a boxing supply specialist 
which is also involved in local pro and 
amateur boxing. Darren Covill, himself a 
former pro at welterweight who actually 
fought world champion Carl Froch, 
told GT they were putting on their first 
professional show at the famed York Hall, 
Bethnal Green, on September 27 and they 
also run Eltham Amateur Boxing Club. 

“We’ve been here 11 years and it’s going 


great,” added Darren. “It’s nice to have 
trees here and it’s great that there’s been 
no vandalism. The kids have left them 
alone.” 

Charlotte Nafi works for Avery 
Opticians, who opened in January. “It’s 
going quite good,” said Charlotte. “The 
trees have white blossom in May and 
I’m told they’ll have berries next month. 
They’ll get better and better.” 

Mohammed Haque’s Mahatma tandoori 
restaurant - named after the great man 
himself - opened in 1984 and is famed for 
its self-service buffet. “The trees are nice,” 
said Mr Haque. “They are small at the 
moment but have already made the parade 
nicer.” 

The hardy trees are a form of Swedish 
whitebeam and were chosen for Bexley 
Road because of their strong pollutant- 
tolerant qualities, while more than 90 per 
cent of the 2012 trees planted a year ago 
are native to this country. 

Their maximum height of the 
whitebeams will be 10 metres and width 
six metres. They will almost touch each 
other when fully grown in 20 years and 
will create a “wildlife corridor” for bats, 
bees and flying insects. 

Council leader Chris Roberts, who helped 
plant the trees a year ago, told GT: “The 
trees in Bexley Road will enhance the 
road for shops and local residents, even 
more so for the next generation because 
they are slow-growing. Hundreds of other 
new trees across the borough are also 
appreciated by our residents.”

Routine restaurant inspection finds rats running free 


HOLES in the walls gnawed 
by rats were found when 
health inspectors went to a 
restaurant in Woolwich High 
Street. And they couldn’t walk 
on the basement floor where 
food was stored without 
treading on rat droppings. 

Isaac Adibe and Helen 
Nwankwor, who jointly ran 
Helen’s Kitchen, were fined £3,800 
including costs by magistrates 
at Bexley on Monday, August 12, 
after pleading guilty to hygiene 
offences. 

The court heard environmental 
health officers had carried out a 
routine inspection in October. 

The rats had chewed holes in 
the walls and cardboard stored in 
the basement, giving them easy 
access to the restaurant. There 
were also smears and grease 
marks left from the rats running 
around. 

Rat droppings were also found 
behind the cooker, under freezers 
and under the spice rack, and 
the kitchen was dirty with food 
debris. Mouse droppings were 
also in takeaway containers and 


under glasses stored in the bar. 

The premises were closed and 
not allowed to reopen until the 
rodent infestation was controlled, 
and the premises pest-proofed 
and thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected. 

The restaurant reopened on 
November 2, and subsequent 
inspections found conditions had 
improved. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, cabinet 
member for community safety 
and environment, said: “The vast 
majority of food business owners 
operate safely but this one failed 
to comply with basic food safety 
rules. 

“The environmental health 
team will continue to monitor 
standards to ensure customers 
health is not put at risk again.” 

The council gives a food hygiene 
award to businesses found to have 
good standards of when they are 
inspected.

Antic London, which operates a number 
of public houses in the capital, secured 
purchase of the pub on Passey Place 
earlier this month. 

Antic's Anthony Thomas said: "We 
are delighted to announce that we 
have secured the purchase of the Old 
Post Office Pub in Eltham and look 
forward to it becoming part of the Antic 
Collective from the middle of September, 
whereupon we shall complete some 
heavy cosmetic works to ensure the inside 
of the pub is a better reflection of its 
rather fine exterior." 

No opening date has so far been set, but 
the company is hoping to be in business 
by Christmas. 

Antic is known for its updated take on the 
British boozer, with an emphasis on fresh 
food and local ales. 

Mr Thomas added: "We very much 
look forward to providing a modern 
interpretation of a what we believe a 
good pub should be to the good folk of 
Eltham." 

Meanwhile, Eltham Homechoice, at 1 56 
Eltham High Street has been granted 
permission to change its usage from 
retail to financial services. Community 
representatives expressed concerns that 
it would become another money shop or 
cheque converters-type shop, but it has 
been confirmed that a building society 
will take over the premises later this year.

Family story 
is so moving 

Woolwich removal firm marks 100 years 


es snapped 


ITS horse and cart may have been 
traded in for a blue van some time 
ago, but that aside, very little has 
changed in the 100 years since J.N. 
Handley & Sons began trading. 

“We more or less do the exact same work 
that my great grandfather did back in 
1913, and we work in the same way with 
the same values and customer service,” 
said Steven Handley, fourth generation of 
the family that started the removals firm 
a century ago. 

Steven, 47, and brother John, 49, now 
hold the reins of the company started by 
their great grandfather, John Handley. 

John Snr was a coalman at the turn of 
the 20th century - a time when Woolwich 
looked very different from today. 

The entrepreneurial Mr Handley struck 
on the idea of using his horse and coal cart 
to start a removal service in the borough, 
and soon began trading in second hand 
furniture. 

In 1913, J.N Handley’s of Woolwich was 
born. The business had its first shop just 
off of Crescent Road, until Handley’s son

relocated the company to Burrage Road. 
The Woolwich firm then moved into a 
former wallpaper shop on Vincent Road. 

After surviving two world wars and 
being passed down the family, J.N. 
Handley & Sons is still going strong. And 
the shop remains in that same building 
on Vincent Road, some 45 years later. 

Business is good at Handley and Sons, 
the brothers say. The removals firm 
has even counted the council among 
its satisfied customers over the past six 
decades. 

Steven, who began helping out his dad 
when he was just eight, said: “I am so 
proud of the company and its history, 
it’s something that’s very special to the 
family and we will definitely have a 
family gathering towards the end of the 
year and celebrate.” 

The firm has also branched out - 
Steven’s uncle runs a Handley’s store in 
Bexleyheath that started more than 10 
years ago.

THERE were tears of joy, squeals 
of excitement, big hugs and 
pats on the back when hundreds 
of students in the borough’s 
secondary schools tore open their 
A-level results last Thursday 
(August 15). 


For a great many it was the news they 
had been dreaming of - confirmation 
that they had made the grades they 
needed to take up their university 
places. 

The borough’s rate of A-level passes at 
A*-B - the grades needed for entry into 
the top universities - have improved 
again. 

There was also a jump in the results 
of students doing vocational BTEC 
qualifications. 

Pass rates at grades A*-B are up 
to almost 60 per cent. It means that 
Greenwich’s pass rate at these grades, 
which are regarded as alternatives to 
A-levels, is now well above the national 
rate. 

Anxious students queued at the 
borough’s secondary schools to hear 
the official verdicts on their efforts. 
Students at Thomas Tallis school 
in Kidbrooke were jumping for joy 
about their results. Tom Taylor, with 
As in history and politics, is going to 
Manchester University to study the 
subjects. He said: “I’m absolutely over 
the moon - really chuffed.” 

Precious John is taking up his place at 
Bristol University to study engineering 
and maths. “I’m very excited and on 
top of the world - Neil Armstrong’s 
got nothing on me,” he joked. Thuy 
Ly gained three distinction stars and 
is going to Brunei University to study 
business and accounting. “I feel really 
good,” she said. 

Liam Eloie, off to University College 
London to study physics, said: “I feel 
amazing.” Lily Chen was speechless 
after gaining a place at Kings to study 
maths with her A*and two As, saying “I 
can’t believe it.” And Leilah Forward, 
with three A*s, is off to Oxford to study 
maths. “I am so excited and happy,” she 
said. 

Head of sixth form, Ashley Tomlin, 
said: “We’ve had another great year 
of results, reflecting the hard work of 
students and staff at Thomas Tallis. 
There have been lots of A*s, and we 
have students going to Oxford and 
Cambridge.” 

Woolwich Polytechnic in Thamesmead 
celebrated its best ever A-level results 
in its history. Students achieved a pass 
rate of 100 per cent, with 81 per cent of 
them gaining A*-C and over half getting 
top-end grades. Abhay Shrestha, 
who got an A* and three As in maths, 
further maths, physics and chemistry, 
has secured his place to study physics 
at Warwick University. 

Sheshang Tawa, whose results mean 
he can study chemistry at Bristol 
University, said: “I am so proud, and my 
heartfelt thanks to all my teachers and 
friends for their inspiration, support 
and guidance.” 

Co-headteacher Tim Plumb said: 
“This is a significant set of results for 
the Poly and for Greenwich. We are 
delighted that, only a few weeks after 
Oxford and Cambridge universities 
delivered a seminar at our school, so 
many students have gained places at 
the best universities in the country.” 

It was a bumper crop of A-levels for 
Corelli College Co-operative Academy 
in Kidbrooke, up by 11 per cent in A* 
and A grades, and an overall 99.3 per 
cent pass rate. Billy Beswick, with 
A*s and As in English, History and 
Maths, is going to Oxford University 


for a degree course in Chinese Studies. He 
said: “I’m very excited, it’s going to be a 
really good experience.” Eliza Cummings- 
Cove, with three A*s, is going to Durham 
University to study sociology. She told GT: 
“I can’t believe it, I’m still in shock. I’m 
just so lucky because the teachers here are 
the best ever.” 

Merline Muthukumar, with four grade 
As, is going on to study medicine, while 
Brendon Mugadzaweta is going to the 
London South Bank University to study 
forensic science and criminology, and 
Becky Grenville, with three A grades, is off 
to study veterinary science. Corelli Vice 
Principal Sharron Humphrey said: “I am 
extremely proud of all of our sixth form 


students and I want to thank all of the staff 
for their dedication and commitment.” 

At The John Roan School on Maze Hill, 
Nam Mak passed five A levels - maths A 
and A*, biology, chemistry and physics at 
grade B. Thomas Shlanker passed three 
A levels at grade A, biology, chemistry 
and physics.

Samuel Orange is staging 
Picture of Dorian Gray in 
Georgian townhouse, after becoming 
frustrated with the ‘predictable’ 
nature of contemporary theatre. 

It’s a project that’s been 18 months 
in the making, and the 29-year-old has 
spared no expense in transforming 
the Greenwich High Road pad into a 
period set. 

He told Scene : “I’ve spent almost 
every penny I have on this - we’ve had 
artists in designing sets and costumes, 
and builders transforming the house 
and garden.” 

The action takes place in four 
places - a bedroom, drawing room, 
‘gentleman’s club’ and in the garden. 

Small audiences of 15 to 25 are 
guided round the house as the play 
progresses. 

“We have employed two ‘servants’ to 
explain where the audience can sit,” 
the director said. “We also use lights 
turning on and off, opening doors, and 
actors’ movements to let the audience 
know that there is a scene change.” 

That the project is unusual is no 
accident. The director hopes the 
adaptation will breathe new life into 
a staid format. 

“The idea of theatre has become very 
conventional, the way that shows are 
put on is a little predictable,” he said. 

But the modernity of the production 
has meant the 10-person cast - and the 
script - has changed more than a few 
times. 

“A couple of actors, who were more 
used to West End-style direction have 
departed in the last month,” he said. 
“They couldn’t get their head around 
not working from a script.” 

Samuel’s theatre company, The 
Alchemic Order, runs along similarly 
artisan lines. 

“I’ve never made anyone sign a 
contract. That’s how I want my 
company to work,” he said.

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thought there was mileage in giving 
the Oscar Wilde work a reboot. 

“As a novel I feel as if it has 
been very misunderstood. Other 
adaptations have focussed mainly 
on the Jekyll and Hyde element, but 
miss the other parts of the story, 
which is the work of art having a life 
of its own.” 

To call this ‘pop-up theatre’ would 
be doing the planning that’s gone 
into it a disservice, and the director 
believes that recreating the ‘parlour 
aesthetic’ is taking the Victorian 
novel back to its roots. 

“Before the industrial revolution 
they would have put on plays in this 
way, in the downstairs rooms of a 
house, and they still do it in some 
Third World countries.” 

So far, news of the production has 
spread by word of mouth on social 
media sites, after reviews from 
audience members. 

Tickets are £35, and the box office 
is online. People must sign up to 
the Alchemic Order’s ‘club’, before 
being put on the guest list. 

The shows start at 7.30pm. Harry 
August, who plays Basil Hailwood 
said: “The play begins in the evening 
before going into night - which is 
crucial to the plot. That we are 
doing it in real time gives it a really 
magical quality.” 

Samuel added: “It’s testament 
to the actors that they are doing 
it in context. Interacting with the 
audience at such close quarters 
has presented them with new 
challenges. 

“I’ve tried to direct them into 
believing that there is no ‘fourth 
wall’ [barrier between audience 
and actors in traditional theatre], 
because we are doing it in 3D. It has 
to be naturalistic, because it’s hyper- 
real.” Harry said: “We like to think 
it’s actually 4D!”

A WILD LIFE: Tesco donates £1k, while youngsters explore park 

Nature and 
nurture at 
photo class 

YOUNGSTERS have the chance to walk on the 
wild side - and photograph it too, later this 
week at the Greenwich Ecology Park. 

Wildlife snapper lain Green pops in to the 
ecology centre on Greenwich Peninsula on 
Thursday, to give children a crash course in 
nature photography. 

lain made his name documenting tigers 
in India. He had two books published in the 
mid 2000s. But now he's re-connecting with 
wildlife closer to home. 

He said:"As much as I adore wildlife-watching 
abroad, I have a desire to show off the often 
overlooked, nature on our doorsteps. 

"Far from restricting my work, a focus closer 
to home means that I can make more detailed 
studies than were possible overseas." 

lain is marking the release of his latest book, 
'Wild London', by giving young people in the 
capital the chance to learn his trade. 

There are two sessions, one at 1 0am and one 
at 12.30pm on August 22. It's free to attend, 
and participants (ages 8+) don't need top- 
of-the-range cameras, they need only pack a 
camera phone. 

The ecology park boasts many of Britain's 
favourite bird species, including herons, 
moorhens and terns. And it is a water bird that 
lain rates as one of his most treasured. 

"I made the wild discovery of my career two 
years ago, not in India or some exotic location, 
but on my doorstep," the photographer said. 
"One winter night, just two metres from my 
house I discovered an emerald green and 
golden globe resting on an elder branch - a 
real sleeping beauty. This feathered ball was 
a sleeping kingfisher - curled up tightly, to 
shelter from the freezing cold. After some 
research, I realised that though they are a very 
well-studied species, this night-time aspect of 
their life had not been documented. 

"He returned the same branch each night for 
a month and I took every opportunity to study 
him. Careful to not disturb him, I limited my 
photography to just a couple of shots each 
evening and morning." 

The park has plenty of other activities on 
this summer too. There's a night-time walk 
tomorrow (Aug 21) and next Wednesday (Aug 
28), from 8pm to 10.30pm, where visitors can 
inspect insect light traps, and watch bats and 
birds go about their evening rituals. 

This Friday, August 23, there's an ominous 
'Poo walk' where children learn about animals 
though their dung. But the park assures 
parents there will be no real poo involved! 

On August 29 from 1 1am to 3pm there's 'Little 
Enlarged and Lego Beasties', looking through 
the microscope and the chance to create Lego 
creatures. And on August 30 there's 'Urban 
Guerilla Gardening'. 

The park was given £1,000 by Tesco earlier 
this month, to help continue its wildlife 
programme for youngsters.

IT took them 94 years but patience 
has always been a virtue in football.
